vfiTioiiii sites have Ixseti nearly all |)Ublishcd, wiili Llie Importiinl «<cepUan 
of tlic tfrcttt mass of objects from the Onhb SancUinry, which arc so 
numerous that their adetjunte puhlication will require a sepAmte book. 
An important senes of RyzHintitle palntcil pcittcrj’ auil some jcwellciy of 
the same period also await imhlication, The nature of iliesc previous 
annual reports makes it onnei^saaiy here to do more than give the usual 
short summary of the year's work which Is more fblly described In the 
feJ lowing scjcriotw, and again to exfueas the thanks of the Scliool for the 
continual support of the Hellenic gos'cmmcnt. which w'aa this year ngain 
ably represented by I'Xictor Rlicimaios^ 

The excuvntion began on April i6th, and continued until June 2dth.

L.\ 3 t yes^f'a reixjrt conuirKid an a^cmint of the GccDvathm nf tht‘ 
bufliUfit: (Ml the biUd to the eaet of the Eurotasi which has hcco Meiitihed 
with the Mejietaiiin, the shrine of Menctatu and Helen itientieitttd. by 
Herodotus and l^ausanifts,* Besides the nuuieroiis archaic objectit which 
were then puUllj^eil, ihis work proiliioed a few sherds of Mycenamii 
pottery and fragrpents of Mycenaean leriacoltas, altray* at a lower level 
ilian the ilejx>sits of tjiconian and Geometric w-are. A furliicr clue was 
AfiTiirded by a MyeenanatJ housie, which was Ibund by a trml-pJt on the 
eastern p^k of the bill, and 1*$utnitas* refxirt that MyccntteAii iherds were 
to be found on the surface in die neighbounng ^eidii wagaiso ^'cnfred 

It therefore seemed pmbable Duit this region was the «tc ol a 
Mycenaean city, and the fuller examination of iliese remains was the 
principnt objectiM of the season's woih. *111)9 was begun on May a5*h, 
AA looii the short excavation described IkIow ut the ElmuinJon of 
Kalyvia tw Sodiis was finished, and with the cxfKrt aid tif out foreman 
Gengortos Antoniou and some twenty to thirty workmen the whole ground 
wae earcfuHy exainincd, and by the end of the caiiipuign on June 13th 
the Fcmaiiu of an cxtdisi've Mycenaean actllcmcnt tiad been located, 

Its position, on high ground rising directly from the eastern bank

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of the l^urctOAj is very striking. Seen from the site of Glas^ical Sparto 
the red watcf-woNi ii€9ri.i>9 of these hills form » sharp contrast with the 
green plain and meadows, wMlsl behind them the heights of t'amon, 
upon^ich the snow lingers tintil summer, just appear uporr the boHaoti. 
Opposite Spana itself these hills Ik some way back from the river, and 
only approach it in tins way at a point nearlj- opposite its confluence with 
the Magoiila river, wilhdrawnng firoiii it again at the point where It k 
joined by the next tribiltnry stream from the west iirnring down from 
Mistia. Between these two points the itUls rise immedialEly from the 
Kuroras, nnil so steeply, that Uie slope has had to be cut away to make 
room for the carriage-road, {n this way an ekvatod iTi'angle is formed, 
bounded on the north-west by the plain, m ihs south'-west by the Eurotas, 
and on the east by a ravine which opens upon it nearly opposite the point 
of Jimetion of the Mtstiu river, Souih of this rav-ine the hilb spqti fall 
hack from the bank uf the river, as they do to the north of the triHiigle, 
The pcakj upi>n which the McneLiion stands, is at the pidnt of the triangle 
wMch Overhangs the river Hear the chapel of i I agios Elias. Of the view 
enjoyed by the Myoettacan iiiliabitants over tlic plitin of Sparta towards 
Taygetos some idcaisgiven in the I'rontispkce to last year's repOrL* From 
their steep acroiiolifl they looked down upon ihc future eite^ of classical 
SiKtrta, mediaeval MUtra. and the modent town, 

It has now been shcwri that the whole of (his area was covered witli 
Mycenafon tiausea. No traces of foiiilicattons were observed : the natural 
podtion was jio strung .is to make such means of defence mmeccssaiy. 
Except the Menclaion itsdf nnij the objects foimd with it, nothing at all 
of 4 later date tliati Mycertaeou was found:' u rcmsnkaUte contrast to the 
classical site, which after five years’ work lias yielded notidng Mycennean, 
except a aingle gem from the Sanctuary of Orthia. 

AUhciugh tiie jemiiins were ibiui extensive, they were everywhere 
very much destroyed, and tJie only house of which any wcJI preserved 
remains wcir" found, was the one near the .tfencluinn di^vererl in 
KL’Sewhere only iinall pieces of foundation were found, although always 
with Mycenaean sherds, so that no iluuht is possible b£ to their tiate, Ihe 
fiotlery was untforiniy of the latest Mywmieaii (lerioil (late Mlnwni 111), 
and the pieces figured In thia report shew that ft is of the fcind of which 
so much from Mycenae and lal}-sos has been pubUshed by l^urtwaungler 
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and Locschcke as the * 'Hiird St)’ie.’ ^ The tiaces of fire, which were fouDrl 
Everywhere, shew that tiie city peiUheil in a conflagriiiiiiri. After this tile 
dcstraction was completed by the denndatihn due to the eapoaed oitil 
elevated position of the site, the house near the Mcaclajon owing Its 
preser\‘atIoii to the shelter of the roclc against which U was built 

The absence of remains ^lier than late Mycenaean suggests 
further that the dty was of no ffreat antiquity at the time of its des^ciion. 
A careful search foiled to find any tombs.

Tile grouruJ*pLan U fectnogulaTt irUH an entrance on the easiern side 
irking into a passage^ From which the rooniis aperi> On the west It is 
bounded by the vertical face of the rock Hgainst which the hon« was built, 
tJic floor-level being a rnetre and'n-hall beJow the top of the rock, above 
which irvei^'tbjng tins been carried away. The north side was not fully 
e?:caviited, and the two tootns .to the north-east seem to belong In another 
h"Ure. The marks of destruction hy fire were very cvidcfiL The space 
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between the walls was filled with tlie rud retnaiiw vt burned brick, the level 
of the flofift! was marked by n Uyer of charred mattor, and in tile cnPmnce 
to the M»lth-west ttKiill were the carbouisctT rcinains of a wooden door-jamb. 
The construction was of ruddy dreswd stones without mortar, whilst Jbr 
the upper (xut of the walls brick was dearly used. I'njgitiaits of wall- 
plostcrshew I he usual Myecnaeiut ttuumw of finishing the interior of the 
house. 

A «rlc 3 of vases was found, mostly in tlm third room to the left of the 
central door-way of the opixwlte room. Tt was here 

that the trial-pit wa$ made in tWft which };leldcti the ajiwjt ^PL 11. the

The finest vases arc three >rwArrj,eachaboui 'jam, in bcighi, which 
arc dtewn with ihe necesiary reatorations in PL I- Their shafic la chnfac- 
teristtc of the latest MyceiiAcan pottery. At present the day and dip arc 
very grey, and the paint more often htack than the ongioal reddish-brown, 
but thb if due to the action of the fire. 

Two fragmcnis are shewn Ln Hig. 4* which have the usual (Mitkish'' 
yellow slip and red or reddish.bmwn patnL I1ie more interesting b ii, a 
piece of a large raund.bodied vase with a design of fish.

Tlr two day fadings, whtcli are shewn on Ft 111, give a onw detail of 
Mycena^ life. They were found near the iwfew and Uic tliree h'a/m, 
in the house by the Mcnebion. Each consist of a mass of red cUy about

sherd. ii> prevent any clay fallin g into the jv at its edgesrw'hkh naturally 
did not St the mouth exactly. Over these leaves to pul the mass of day 
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whidt served as a stopper. This wm kept m place by conlaj whose impress 
on the srwnveir side of Use sealings Is dearly visible Tn the pliolographii. 
Lastly, one of the two exatitj^ {it} was stamjJCd with a lentcdd Mytmseaii 
Ecni (n no les than nfivc plnd% The crntls and the friatalc nature of the 
day wnutd ensure the destruction of the sealing when the ju was opened, 
and in this way tbs iuiptessiQnt formed a guarantee a^fnst any tampering 
with the stopper. The destgti of the seal-stone, given in Fig, 5. has been 
recovered from a companson of tile dlftetent Impressions; It is a eharacteristic 
group of two eouchaot imimalit back to back, with a tree betweeti litem. 
Two ttepteahms appear trti the day at opposite points on the ctlge of the 
sfemp These marks, which can be seen on llio photogcapli aii' iveJl tu on

the tirowinit. are made bjr the cods of the bar of the ring, which fHJsed 
through the hole drilled in the diometcF of the gem. The preserration of 
thff te sealings » due entirely to the clay having been baked hard ij|.tbe Fire 
which destroyed the house. 

In one of the destroyed houses the teiTBCotta figure of a woman was 
IhinwJ which is shewn in PL 11, Tl» height ta'i 4 cn. The surface 1* 
much damaged, and no more can be said than that it -preserves treses 
of paint Although il^ls so tnneh. smaller, the upheld arms and the 
oolomnar give tL soim reaenshtance to tlie figimes found hi Crete, at 
Knussos, PrinUi. and Gournli* The brEasta are well marked, the neck long, 
the fiica no mote than a jjiominent nose ai^ two hollows for evrea. The 
headfiress » indicated^ and n bng trees of hair rising from the crown of the 
head falls don-n over the jstioutdcrs. 

The other finds were a broken stone hammer, three conical stone 
spindle whorls, three very fouEh And much worn telnincatta figures of 
animals, irnri two Stit beads with striatTons 

The entnparatively targe number of vases found In the only well 
preserved house shen-s that, if the city had not suflered so iimch frem 
denudation, the finds would have been conaidereblei As it U, there fa 
stiflidait evidqicc that the alUeincnt wiu of scmw vite and impo^nce. 
and everything points to its belonging To the eml of the My^Snaean 
age Neither Iron uor bronse was found Perhaps the most interesting 
historical rtauk of Ihe excavation is the evidence for the complete break of 
coniitiuity between Mycenaean and classicnl Sparta, bridgjcd over only by 
the pewlstenec on the earlicf stte^ of the cult of the old hero Mcnclaos.

The whole question of 
the {dcotilieatJon of the site hai been discussed by Von Ftott in uiftnexiOin 
with the Jnscriptiona found in and arftund the founJatiom of the dcftruj’ed 
church of Hagin Sophia.* This lies in the village itaeff: the site to which 
our ottetUion »aa: colled was on the of the nihtmuin imniaiJitely 

above llie hntiKs and gi^ena of the villa^. A few mmutes to the «outh 
of Kolyviu tea Sochas O'fine gorge with a mDuiitain ^tjreiim runs down 
from Toygetos into the plain, ami when the path which leitds up to ihU 
gauge and the mediaeval ktep at its mnrutli, leaves the viilage to elinib the 
lower slope of (he hilt, it passes through a sinall ultve grove. In thrt place 
the winter rolha had cut therasalve# a ebanncl, in the banks of which little 
katl wreaths of the sort so common at all Spartan sites had been fouJid, 
first by children and later by the Ephor uf Antiquities, tJoctor Hhomoins, 
The surface of the ground was thick[y.^veted with small stones brought 
down from the motihtalh, triit th^ddcs.of the channel fn question .shewed 
that lower <1own there was a layer of earth, tn which tlic leatl wreaths had

About twenty men were employed and the work lasted from the iTih 
to the 2iat of April. A aeries of pits and trenches were madciand these 
trlntck black tntmld at a depth of about fjo m, below the surfece layer of 
earth and stones. This layer of mould was that frwn whhdi the lead 
wreaths h-'wT come, and It yielded in almost alt of our pits sufficTcnt objects

The rosults of the w«lf l«t(rw the leitrlfjf t)ui 
foundation appear pti the plait of the site |fi*L (V;^ It was discovered 
that the housen fnnnd in i^ioH to the citsi of the tiieron extended, to thii 
region, and Jitill fuitbcr into tltc uridug ground to the east between thia 
anti the ri%'er.' The (imts were of lire uhanieier, except that ntort 
Kellemstic and less J^oni.in V and Vf pottery was foUritJ, tlie greater 
part being blacb-glazej, oAen with ificbed lima fif white onuijnent on the 
black ground.

A water-channel and a finely oiade basin, both of tErracotta, artd a 
well in this houAc, point to some domestic Or industrial purpose, probably 
connected with the service of the Sanctuar)', The upper part of tbe well 
was lined with aion«; below this there uere three cytindripaJ sections 
of terracotta, each with a square holt no SCTi'e as a foothold,

In an account Of this kind chtimolojify is of the first importance and 
the vsnona kinds of amidl objects, in wiiidi tlic Saiictiuiry was so rich, wilt 
be treated almost excltuivcdy from this point of vmw., The pottery as 
iiinul takes the ii:Ki place, but it is not Ihc only class of object to shew a 
continuous development, piid consequently to BiTnrd evidence fur dating, 
in (iarticular the modlficatitjri.^ in type and atyle of the lead figurines wore 
siifTkcinitly iharkcri to be a gnml guide, and a crmsinnt confiniiation of dm 
ccmmic eindcnet Ail ilie stages of the pottery ar<- iii fnd sccompatucd 
by corresponding varieties of figurlm^, and it often hapiJcned that, when: 
a tle|)r>stt had too little iwttwy to duto it clearly, the deficiency was 
supplied b)- (he lead, This was particularly the caw wiUi the later 
depodlB of the fiftli and feurtii eenturfea, A regular dcvrlupment of type 
wa> idso observed m the ivoiy carving and objects in bone, and the same 
in the bronzes. Alt these seqtietices support one aaoihet, and, with the 
assistance of exlcmal evidence fur the dating of Inscription* and Ihxito- 
Corinthian and 'Cyrenaic' jioltery, provide a chrouolt^ical scheme of 
some ccrrainiy.

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The position of the Sanctuafy i* shewn in the Generil Pbun of Sporta 
ulready published (5<]U[ire O I8;i, and has already been ftilly dcseribed by 
Proiessor Rosanquet, who b*^ collected cvllcr descflptioos oF the vuios.^ 
The cKcavatioitt by levelling the original level of the wih Ivtsa brought out 
very clearly the fact that the cult was csUfaJlshed th a little holUw from 
whjcb the gitHituJ rose on the west towards the aciopolta, whilst lo the 
i^iuth a high tongHc of rock bordered by luw clllTs, ran* out to the riw. 
On the eastern aide at a very much later date, the dty wall, the course of 
which i» traced on the General Plan of Sparta, occupied the narrow space

Sanctuary before ctimbiitg Up the raised rock to the south. On the north 
was the ftirther stretch of ilat land by the bank of the rjver, which ts now 
water rneadowa and garden*, and was bi ancient times the regreui called 
IJnrnai. The main stream nf the Kurotas is at present nearly n hundred 
metres from the Sanctuary, wltlch is Only reached when a sudden Hooil filU 
the whole bed of the river with a rush of waters. The actual course of a

Boili these picas of MfjUl are bulll in the 
same lyay of small ondre&#«d stones, which, like the cobble-stones of the 
pavement, were dearly brought from the adjacent bed of the Eurotas. 
Almost everywhere both these wall* had been destroyed do«u (n the level 
of the pavement, to iiiutce wny for stlb9e<[iient e^tttrnsnms of the hieron. 
ariil tlius, excupting fnr a sirtall piece of I he. west .wall, no more thaiT the 
foimdatkins hive been prc«rvod. Tlic hieron thus reveal imI was some 
thirty metres ncross. ami in ttmgih, irtcastired, that is, fmm north to south, 
con'itdcriibly ftiore. although ito limits in this direction have not been 
Jitescrvcd. 'I'he configuration of thr ground makes it alUKWt Certain that 
the j^teway, of which, however, no trace lias been found, was loviiutls the 
souUi,'and therefore ap|»ri>ximately below the point where the buildets of 
the Roman I heal re matte tlustr prindptil etitraticc. It if Imlml likely that 
the tnam apprruich to the hieinn alw.tys led flown fftmi the higher ground 
to this p'rinL 

The Sanctuary thus paved afid cndoscd, certuinly did mil lack an 
altnr. und lo foundation course is probably to be recognised m a l;ryer of 
utiflftisscd stones, which was found oil the ivesiern side of the archaic altar. 
The layer of Hones in ijweaiion. marked on the pitm * Earliest Altar/ passes 
iindarncaih the foundation of the archaic altar, forms * comer at a distance 
fnim it oT (70 m,, and then mns for a little over tw<i meins parallel to Its 
face. It b cleurly distinguished from tlw switcs of the pavement by its 
tlcfinlie outer edge, and its position and exact parallelism furtlter connect 
{[ wllh the aeries of altara 

Of a temple contemporary with this earliest nhai no trace was found, 
Tlic extent, however, «f tlic hicrcm,thB {Kmittonof the altar so near ito edge 
rwllwr than al the cctitrc, the existence of the Inter temples presently to be 
described, and the general circiimstancea ol the case, arc all arguments 
which make it more than likely that, even ^ this early date, some kind of 
pritnitivc temple stwxl in the westent pan of the hieron, and that temple 
and altar alretidy tlcuHl facing one ojiulher, as their successors did f<ir sa 
many centuries, one on cither side nf tlte ccniriit area. 
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The I'otivc ofTerin^pa which were (oimd immccliiiiely abo^T the cobble 
pivement »ie to be a&iigned lo th« lime, hut ihcrt ls neutrally nci 
of kitm'tn^ whcr« the dividing tine b'ta be drawn between them and Ukw 
of the succeeding period.

Tlie temple races almost due east, and roufihly in the direction of the 
altar* It had iIh: charswleristically wdwic, long narrow plan with a w-Idih 
estimRlcd at 4 ' 5 p m. and a length of at least twice ao’ much. t.ike several 
crthiT very eaily temples. H «*as divided longittulinally by a row' of pillars, 
and at the mner end there to have bctm a small raided cella or niche 

for the itnage. The only psirt pj oserved m iifii is a portion of the fotmiU- 
linn course of small rooghly dteSMi stones and slabs (h'ig. 5), which were 
ctn ercd by a mass of red cartli, the result of the disintegration of hrickworlc.

This reorganising of the Sanctuary did not stop^ and hardly 
intermpied, the jiracticD of making votive ofTcrings, the series of which 
continues with unditninishetl richness for at least anoUicr eentdry, but the 
presence of the sand made k fwssible Lo distiiiguuh clcariy those that 
belong to the earliar period from thoM that follow iL The date therefore 
of this destruction and roconstitutiod of the Sanctuai^' is of the greatest 
importance, and it can fortunately be fiierl with some degree of 
certainty. 

The two blocks of dresstsd stone marked Jti the p]tin almost directly 
underneath the row of bases at the edge of the Roman arena are of 
importance id this cmmexioit- They wero carefully bedded and faid like 
a pair uf steps, and evidently fortned part Of a building, uf which, hoa'rTveT, 
notliing more can be said than tiiat It btdongs to the latter part of the 
period in qneetkH^, as is proved by the cnusiderAbie deptii of deposit below 
the stotica, and the ]3troscot^ In It uf icsid figurines of a kind hardl)' earji« 
than u.c.7otX and of a rewslnsdsof I Jtconian [ ^lottery. Near iho^blocks 
a rich mass of nbjeeU were found which probably formed part of the 
contents of the buiti^Ung. Tlteir relative latenesA J« indleatod j>y the more 
develuperi style of the potterjv which J* what Mr. Droop liiu classed 
as Laconian II. With this were the objects which help us to 3 date 

for the reanuRgcnicnt of live Sanctuary. The:ie are a number of 
carvings in soft white stone, some of which bear Drehuie jiufcriptions, and

As llic structural remains below the sand, early temple, altars, pave^ 
ment and eneloiore walla, all Jail earlier than die begfunitie of I^to- 
Corinthian pottery, thdr dates mum lie sought inride the long period from 
the leiith century' to 740 n.c * The sichiiic altar was built some time 
before this date, as a grtial deal of the deposit round it contained aoLhlng 
later than Geometric shenliit and it is not likely that nny great error will be 
mndc if it, and the early temple with it, are nesigne<l to a date earlier than 
Jioo Brf..

To the year 600 !i.ci or near it, we have aanignecl the reoi^nisatirnt of 
the liicron, and we inust now Jooi< at this a littfc more ctosely.

A further 
indication of this was afforded by tlte 4 lisc<r‘/cry, when the temple was 
cleared, of a few Geometric sherds near the watts, resting on the stratum 
of Laconian I pottery of which the uppermi^t part of the arcllatc deposit 
tiormally coosLats. This obvious disturbance of the series onty occurred 
at this point and wa;. dearly due to the diggiiig of the trenches for the 
foundations of the temple, by whidi some of the lowest dcpoidt was thiwen 
up and laid on the surface. 

After llic cutting of these fbundatioo trenches, the wrhole area was 
covered wHth a deep layer of saiitL This seems to have been bid down 
gradually as the wiUIs of tile temple rose, because chi|» of stone made by (he 
masons were found iti it at alJ depths. The objea of ibis sand was no 
doubt to raise the level of the hiemn, and so .prevent danger from the 
flooils to which tile ICurotai is still subject Its llmite, as marked on the 
plan, shew thal it formed it rongbtj' T'shatwd platform, with the Inter 
temple on the leg of the T, and die altar on its cross-bar. The aloi* of 
the edges of the mound appear in the wctional drawings on the lines ij-/' 
and G^H (I’l, V). At the back of the temptc this slope Is stccpn than 
cLsewhere, probably owing to the ncarmtsi of the building to the edge or 
the hicroii. and a retaining wall was. thercrote necessary.

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of the fifsl Jtjd Ihc second ccfjtur>' Although the proportion of the 

originoJ number preserved is tiuite unlmown, and no doubt die operution of 
pure rtian ee lias made lliis voiy unequBi for different periods, sttiJ tltat so 
manyoomc from these two centurte# points to a great increase in the

Pcsldca these dedicatorj* su/al^ ihe hicron was dccorritcd with statues^ 
Some were honofnrj*, such as that which his colleagues set up to Pratolaos 
for hiH cxccUcncc as it. cftizcrif his sufi^iort of the syfltcm of Lycurgus, and 
his fricodIiticfis towards ihemsclvi^;- but the more interesting and 
semurkahle were a series of statues of boys who had bcun 

victorious in the contest of endurance at the aUah The base of one of 
these was already in the Sparta Museum before the excavation,* and two 
niore, (Iat«l by Mr. Woodward to the last quarter of the second century A.P.. 
were taken out of the sauthem part of the foundatiun of the theatre, where 
they had bear throvrn down side by aide. One was written in conioioii 
Greek, the other in the late Spartan dialecL* Tlit marka on the upper 
surface of this latter prove that stood in front of the statLC, On 

this iV/Zr was no doubt the vietor^s dedication of his priEC, a. aetcie or 
possibly a crown, whilst on the base wa-* macribed the dcdifcttlon by the 
city of the victor hiinsdC^ No fragment of ihts* statues hiU survlvtsd. 
From the sockets for tlic feet cut oh the bases it is plain that they were 
lifc-fijze. The ordinary were ahapeii Into a tenon below, and this was 
fixed In a mortiae cut into the top of a square base, and run in with luaiL 
As to the uftangemunt of the sUtai and statues in the hicron there is no 
evidence. The destruction when liie theatre was built was too complete. 

Another relie of the hicron at iHs date is the luscnbed stone stat 
dedicated by Soixiadas (o Orthis tFio- ^-)i which shew's thai. even before 
the theatre was built, there wa^ some regular seating, at all events for 
dlitinguishcd persons. It was found, like the statue bases, at the txdlom 
of the Roman foundation, ivhidi inakefi It clear that the builders began 
ilielr foundation by tlirewinff down ail tire heavy niarbleit Ifc* exact 
provenance tvas the sotith-caatciti part of the fcuuidatlon, and thus nearly

the foundation expo^d by Ihe erosion of the river. l^roductSj direct or 
"^ludlrtcl, of thi& deRtfuctliin are no doubt the OfthLi inscriptions which 
were to ilic Mmuiuin when we came to Sparta.

The most important piritn in which thfe di^ratn differs from that 
published in 1907, is that the tniUdiag of the lat« temple was tlwn put to 
550 iniUad of fSoob.t.* The cause of this error was, aa ha* been alntady 
explained, (he lack of the evidence later afTorded by the Laconian III 
and IV pottery, which need the sixth ccutHry for their devoloptocnt. The 
beginning of the cult is itao now put railier earlier, and the building of 
the Roman theatre, owing to the progress made in dating the inacriptiang. 
rather later. The earlier diagram naturally contain* no mention of tJie 
first temple which had not then been discovered. 

A reference shcuild bert be made to the statement of Pausamas. that 
the Sanctuary of Kileithyia was netd' that of Orthia. From the first year 
of the excavation this stalcmert was verified by the discovery of tiles with 
the stamp 'Upvo 'EXrturfev or AspotfUM (Tig* io» T), £), hut 

no trace of the building from which they came hn* been Found. Two 
figuiinea* ahewn In Fig tS, also appear to be votive offeiingslo Eileilhyia* 
One represents a pair of birth’daemora supporting a umtber and newdy- 
bom child; tlw Other a woman carrying a child* Of this Utter, the head 
of the woman has been imt, and a further break makes it pasaibU that 
was originally canrying two children. Both were found withiihc debris 
from tbii archaic temple, and belong to the jievcnth or possibly to the 
eighth century,^

At Anevrytd, Ross * suggests that the cave, now dedicated to Panagfa 
PantanassM, may be the site of an ancient cull; ftiilhcr, ho saw tmeo ofan 
ancient road leading iiji from the plaift These have certainly* now 
diaa^arcfl, aitd d>e absence of indent objects at Anavrytif would aiguc 
against the importance of any religious site fn the neighhourlKKid, 

The disem^ies of ixm Prott,* and the excaiviitfon conducted in [9to 
by the British School at the KatyWa tes Sochis,* bvvc fixed without doubt 
the site of the (flcusinion * About ten minutes above this point is a small 
ruined mediaeval watcb*tmver of rectangular form, built of smatl stones and 
mortal, with tiles between the joints. .An hour-and'a-lmlf further up the 
gorge on a peak ;dmve the road leading to 5odut. ate extensive rumiuns 
of 41 mediaevAl lorttcss, 


T^is has been examined both by Ross and von Prott.^ On ti)e 
summit we the ternains of a itinaJl tower, built of small stones and mortar: 
foimd it He mined houses of similar constntction, and to the north-east a 
ftetangular cistern.

The 
name, I was told, was derived not, as one would at fit«t suspect, from the 
fUsoowry of lead figurines, hut from the fact that there existed previously 
an enclosure (poj»Jp*T<ro}, built of squared blocks and damped with lead, 
the materiaLi of which had been removed for building purposes to Sparta. 
Tile poalr« which rises S50 feet aho\ie the plain, is now bare except for a 
thin line of hroken stones.

The argument of von IVott/ that t'ausanias, after leaving the 
KEeusJnion, took a southerly direction, seems convincing.

Arkftjc^ may be reached by two routes ; by a road leading up the bed 
of the Gotdijj river.'snd by another leading from Xcrokiimpi by way of 
Koiunouiiti,^ 

'Die second roatl ascends the gorge of the Rwina,* in which may be 
traced an ancient water-channel, cut in the rock above the left hank of the 
stream. At the. mouth of the gorge near Xemkikopi is an ancient bridge 
of polygonal construction, but aasiguod by Leake to a Roman date.^ 
From Koumotikil tlie road leads to Arkines by way of the motiastcry of 
Gdla,* near which are found graves, probably of tnediaeval date. Ross* 
mentions the dtsoovny of a hoard of Heftcnistic coins, and Dr. KonmeneW 
p CK’^C'wes a Hdleniatic vase fitiTii a grave in the neiehboiirbood. 

A rrad leading southwards to Gorani crosses the ridge to the upper 
waters of the Amk^tlko or Bardosinia river at Ami!, which, rising in a 
ravine elore to Arnii, flows by way of the villages of Hagios TJikdlao*, 
Archnntiko and Limpenton. and reaches the sea to the ^ith of Gythdon* 
The country dreiaed by the Anridtlkn and its tributaries is now welt 
populated, and the large castle of llardudnia dose lo Ifagirts Nikdilaxjs 
hstifies to its importance in the middle ages, Claadcal remam* are 
howcvcf^ scanty, 

Ndicnic gtavo and coins are reported from Arna.* The cotm which

That at the upjmr end 
has been dcsUoycd by a [teasanl ; the other figure Is a sma l l , naked man 
f KeraktesI resting on a clobk Some hundred paecs up aiream b a Koman 
structure uf stone and mortar originally spanning the sircam. Two piers 
are visible oft the left bank and In the river bed, and further traeei arc to 
be seen by the river between Strenzd and Arehontikd Ro^* thought 
that this aii)ueduct led originally to Gj-theioft; and this {ierhaps influenced 
his idaitiftcation of the Amidtiko with the Smenes. 

There is nothing further to be seen until we come to the village of 
Limperdon, near which stands the church of If agios DetnftrtcHi built 
tnoitily of ancient block* and containing two Ionic capitals in the nave.

This last section deals with the eastern extension of the Bardodnia 
mountains which sliot in the Spartan pluio on the south and arc them¬ 
selves bounded by the lower course of the Kurctas. The principal village 
i* l^vctsoVB, the capital of the modern demc of Krukeau. 

The site of the ancient Rrokcai has been fixed at AWt-bey/ a smaU 
village twenty rninutes to the south-east of t.iCvf^tsova. flare, in a field 
some hundred paces to the cast of the village, Ross !saw huge marble

boy. I’he hcadi legs (beknv the knees), and mast of the arms are ttiifising. 
The boy is nude, except for a mantle Tound the sliouldura which leaves the 
arms froe.^ Tt seems to be Roman vvorkp and is said to have come from Psephi. 

At Vigb* about an liour-and-a'lialf fresm i^evetsova, Ross speaks of a 
church containing ancient blocksp and buHt probabl>‘ on the ^Ete uf an 
ancient temple.* Them b a ruined tliurch with fresco-paintmgs. to the left 
of the road from Sparta to Gytheion by the of Vigla, but 1 could sec

We copied a few fresh inscriptions at Andya. of which t!ie oio«t 
interesting; givesr ajiother instance of the ethtiic and records an 

agonistic victory. In Fuglawe saw a fragment of a marble SHtcopllagus of 
the 'Sidumata ‘ type, conslstfiig of the rcinains oftwo standing figuceE, emo 
on each ride of spirally-fiitwri oblttmtt." 

At Kontama tim Turkish cetneterj*, in which Ramsay found the 
inscriptinns which enabled him to idjcnllfy the site, occupies a large mgimd 
which l» partly. »l all evcnls, of artificial ajuxtrudion. and certainly datej 
from prcTiistoric times.* This was in ait probabiUty the acropolis of the 
classical site, but the mtly arcbitectnral reiniiins visible on: not on the 
mound itself hut in the plain to the !M)tiihHea!it. These of a laigc

Kcimcing nur step* from ElinaJI we turned westwards before reaching 
fltlcvgf, and strnch over the hill* jo a- to roach the eastern end of Lahc 
Karolltis. At thfe seasoft lire wnrer in the lake recces to a small patch at 
the VrtEUctn end, and the dried up eastern part foraid an attractive and 
healthy *yat&i‘ LSummer-pas^Ure) fw many Turkish famiti^ «veial of 
wlKiin migrate here from Adalia every summer.* There are nutnerou* 
reinaiit* of antiquity in tins shape of column drums and other architectural 
rraenicuts, in the Turkish ccmcitries dotttd a^ong Uw iinrthcrn shore of the 
Uke-Lcd. We did not search cxtenrively for iuscripiirin^, knowing that 
this difitricl had been tiaversol by Uebetdey and Kalitika* not very long 
before, but wc copied one (N'o. Ixdow), which seemed from the nlisence of 
weathering on the stow, to have been recently unearthed.

The wide, open pt^tin of Elmsli proper contains only one prehl^tanc 
site.

Kvcrywherc in the plain, and more 
particularly In the smith-western corner, vve noticed the cKistence of

iKwtton's experiments showed that lustrous black fragments from

French IfiscriptJon discotfcied and copied by M. Fcrteklis and again by 
Mr. Woodward. 

The insciiptlon is written on s slab of white marble about {.'SOm, 
stjuare, in letters about bS m. high, built into tlie virall in the back yard 
of a shop about too yards S,E. (if the Bataar gate. A Iraiuseription 
cannot easily be made, as the stone is high up and •weathered I'n the 
lower part. The proximity of a baker's oven aggravated these difTictilttes 
in June for Mr. VVoodwanl. 

The iniicnpiion records the taking of Adalia by Piemj I., the date 
being conhrnieil by the Cypriote hifltortacLs. Tire text is as rollows :—

It will perhaps be helpful to append, in conclusion, a skeletoiv 
reconstruction of the whole j/cJk on the lines mdicated In this paper. Our 
ilnfaaxt not sufficient for ua to claim to replace exactly all these nuich- 
tbmaged fragments in the posittons they originally occupied, but it will 
represent to within a very few centimetres, above Of below, the positions to 
whidi they seem to belong. Further discoveries of fnah fragments arc not 
impos&ible, which might enable t» to Ax more exactly the positioriB of the 
cxiatltig fragmcntE, but the reconstruction outlined here will, I hope, be 
helpful for further study of this record.

Berodotos ig given to exaggerating catastiophc$, 
Mr, WeUs has drawn attention to the het jhnX In 4^1 ikci Algos waa 
isufhclently populous to allow looo volunteers to laLo irt ibt war in 
ATgina.^ This extri^niity of oX^yavRpia, which the historian depicts^ muat 
be a hetioA. Even In antitjulty the ritteniioo of o'! ties was diawn to the 
passage. Plutarch corrects tIerfiJntoi’ Alaicruent about atory of thfs 
slave husbandfl, sintl gives a version which mitigates ihe glaring improba¬ 
bility of this part of tin: narrative by substituting nnp/ouffo* for sbivcs.^ 
DoubtJess he had Aristotle before hiiu Tlie pliilOiHipher tioes not mention 
Herodotos. but it js fiuitc probable that the xxtmon^ which he gives, k 
simply a tmlionaltsed Bceount adopUd by pogt-tlcrDdoicari liLatoriatis, who 
could not accept* as it ttOod^ the traditinn w^hich Merodotos cmbodiedH^

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Hut the story of the sfavea who marry the wives of the dead or flbsent 
warriors is not laerciy an escaggerated account of a sxog^ iiiddent in 
it ia a regular myth-tu^torita} Herodotc^ has already given 

us a version of U m connection witlithe Skythian invaders of Asia;^and 
more famd^ar still b the story of the PaTtheniai who founded Tarentum. 

ITie passage in Plutarch contains further legendary elements He 
tells how the women of Argos took up the ams of ^‘arriors in defence of 
their eountrj'i and proceeds to inform hia rt^ihts that it is in memory of 
this act that they keep the Hybristika to ihb'da/^ the woiaen dressing 
themselves in men's clothiiigp the men putting on women's robes and veils.® 
He further conneeti the cu^om, which ordametJ that Argive bnd» should 
wear a beard, with the contempt of free bom w^jmen for iT€/ii'eiea^ 
huisbands.® I Sfetory has become suspiciously tike art aitiologtcal idyth.* 

It « a thankl^s task to evolve hi^ry out of the Jnner cortscioitsness, 
where our authorities fail us. The historical facts, however^ round which 
the tradition has fonned, seem possibly to be these, (i) Some 
may ha>c boon admitted to the citisemihip alter ike disaster. (^) About 
47i B.c: the sack ofTiryns concluded a struggle which the mistress of the 
North-Eastern Pciaponnesc may well hav^ rfipncsEiitcd as the chastisement 
of unruly ilave^ The mure picturesque features of the traditiofi arCi i 
bchcvcj to be ilerTved from the existtnoc: at ArgtKi of a festival at which 
ittett and women changed the clothes of E.helr sex and slaves enjoyed a 
temporary freedom. There ^lre analogous cases, where A ritual practice 
has inspired an historical oarrallve even of coRsiderable circum^tantiai 
UclaiL To take one example, Aubrey narrates the folloiving fact about 
the * Parliament's War* in trdancL ' Near the same place a Party of the 
Protestants had been surprised sleeping by the Popish Ifiah. were it tiot 
for several wrens that |ust wakened them by dasemg and pecking on. the 
Drum> SIS the Enemy were Approaching. For this Reason the wild Irish 
mortally hate these Birds to thb Day* calling them the I>cvirfe Servants 
iuid killing them wiierever they catch UieuL They teach ihejr Children 
to thruijt them full of Thoms ; you 1 l see sometime on Holidays a whole 
Parish running like Mad Men from Hedge to Hedge a Wren-Huming***

custom of wearing the Clothes of the other sex^ as will be sceti^ was !iOl 
rcfttriclcd U> ATQm and the [lybthtika ; the imnthig of the wren was 
commonly observed as an annuid custom in riiaiiy pans of Anbre^F^^s own 
islaiul.* 

l*he temporary ass^imption of the clotbci* of the op|»i>aIle b ^ 
euscoui which is widely spread. In certain ctrcumatances- mdividuuls 
change the outward garb of their sex ; in some eas^ whole sodetfei 
iiimuluncously effect the change. In tbe former category wc find ihe 
practice observed at the great individual crises of life and the changing of 
mralStatus. At circuincisioii Egyptian boy^ w'erc dressed in girls' attire;* 
perhaps the story about Acistodemoa^ tyrant nf Kymai, refleait* 4 »imilar 
observance.* Among the Nandi, before ihe boys arc circumcised. Mhc 
young girls pay them a visit anti give them some of tlidr own gafftient^ 
and ornaments^' andsimiiatly the girls arc given thcebthei and omamettb 
of boys on a Uko occasinth The Ix^rrowcd plumage b returned^ when the 
giHs and boys are rea|»ccuvdy admitted into the new si>cial stature for whieb 
dreumetsion has qualified them.* It maybe suspected that the story of 
lujw Teiresias, the greatest of Greek.seers, was temporattly changed into a 
woman* may be cniuiiscted with a ^imiUr ekmeni in thts biliaiinn of 
prehistoric medidne-men. There are nf CoUrK countless parallels to tho 
divineTt of Sk^'thiap who stifTcrcd front tlic in those magicijini 

of the Lower Culture, who w'car women's dotlies and are said to beecune 
women/ When the KFoionlates sneked Siria^ they murdered the s®n of

Mr. Crawley has iiiterpniled the cuslom of changing the outwitrd 
tokens of sex at macriage in the ligitt of hla preoccupation with tiie <)Ues- 
tifln of wxuiil laboiK The Lyktari mmtrning custom he regaitls a* i 
disguise or a concealment of identity from Rdverse inHiieitccs. A sirnilar 
explanation has been oiTcred for the story of Achilles in SWyros, and tht- 
myth that Zeus sent Uionynwv under rite escuf t of tfernirs to Athamas and 
I no. who brought him up as a girt**' There U. however, a general motive 
which covm-sall these examplesv ami hy no means excludes the coexisteneo 
of particular sub-motives. T'he rite is ubSferved at cincumcision, at marriage, 
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in mourning, and perhaps at the initiation <»r «««, Bvetv in the Gtsx of 
the Aeliillcs atory, the boy putA off hb woman*! weed:j> to take his place as 
a rull-lkdgotl wafTTOT. The wearnig of clothes proper to the other sex » 
in the Instances wc hAwrjijntcd, a * filt dt futssuttf* 1 he Nandi circumcision 
rite is the clearest c^rampte. When the boys put on the girls* clothes, or 
the girls the boy<t.' it Is a rite of separation (to use M. can Gennep’s phrase) 
from thoir old life. Thjrmg ibc fjcriod ■ df n^argi' the bo>- ueara the ettI’s 
clothea, until he tmaergoes the final ■ Hu ‘ and appears in 

warrior’* dress, the complete Initiated man. 

Now in the Uvea of soddLies, no less than in those of ttidividHals,there 
are stages or periods, and the itossing from one to the other Is aecoin* 
psnied by rites of passage. There are, of cx>i]rse, theceremoniciof tiansitron 
from winter to summer, and the fostiyaUr»f tlic «ct|Hticcs. The belief in a 
«rtw of cycles of varying duration ib widely spread. The old breontes 
worn out, there must be a renovation, a transition to the new, The divine 
kings of Ur. Ftaier rctgtj for aseawit; Mims is .1 monarch for nine years, 
.^gaitt from the Nanrfr may be quoted an example of the simplest and 
least mystical form of this belief. Once every seven and a half yearn, sninc 
four yearn after the cifcumcislon festival, the Sahct-aiHuto cermnnny takes 
place. Ihc cotmtry b handed over finni one age to another, .'\t the 
conclusion of the ceremonies, the men ol the precodihg age take off their 
warriors' gartnenta and put on those of old age. The defence and well¬ 
being of the commiiiiity are thereby handed over to thdr succisssors,* The 
same idea uf starting a fresh cjtocli with a clear and unencumlKird oiwnmg 
is strongly marked in I he Jewish olMcrvatarc of the year of Jubilee,- At 
Lemnos u lieii the new fire was |[t at the annual festival. ‘ they say that fr^jiit 
that moment a new life is begun.'* Mr. CmwJey has toIlKted examples 
of festivals wuose molivt b ■ to change the luck/ Such fcasta may be held 
in abnoimal circiuoMances. after an epidemic or a catastrophe, but 
they are ordinarily celcbratetl at regular mtetvalB,* In the same cat^wy

Ccnorji) chaiactcHstics of these ceremonies area coaiplctc chaa^e of the 
ordinaTy u<hi ttrder, a pertodof licence, and the interchange ofgifu w the 
observance of mutual hilarity. A kind of interlude of topsy-tnrvc 3 "doiTi 
cuta off iioctety from the pa^l anti ushers in the new epoch with the good 
ntiapiixa of miftli and jollity* And a common realure of these periodic 
festivals U the douiTiiTig of the clothes of the other sex. Let us take one or 
two exam pi An interesting s^yrvKiil is Llie ^ Geese dancing ' of 
Cornwall and Uic Sctllres* where the maidens dre^ up a^ ycrung men and 
ihc young men maidens. They visit honsesi where they dance and 
ewyoncifi * told their own' ^vithout ufTcncc^ Men runsquerafle women 
in the crrmvHb of Northern Afitea,* tn the ie>'enth century the CreeU 
church laid down the ai^im that - no man is to put on reminihe dre^s. nor 
any vvpiuiui the dreiii proper to men, nor yet are masks whether oimlc, 
^gtyric, or tragic to be worn/* It b stgnificiiiit fcir ancient Greece^ that 
Ancmidoroa says that to drcain of womcn^g clothes bears an trvll progrttys- 
ttcatiem, except m feast day* when oolonrerl robea or female garmejita 
mean rro harm to anybody.^ 

About these periodic festivals, l>csklc3 rise feeling of breaking with the 
past< there Ii4ug>i the sentiment of wsdty^ and ioidety gathers itself together 
to Uimch into the new eni In a spirit of harmony and gqudwill Thr- 
interchange of presents or cards at Christmas or tlic New Year stUI senses 
in Modem Europe, a« in AnciuiU Rome, to renew old friendships and to 
confirm ihc ttc3 of family assoc iatiun, Ccckoey to vers change hatsi and 
Hi>merlc ljcft:NEs cement tlicir friendship by an exchange of aitnour, Thuire 
is pcrhitpi juFt A hint of ihe s^ine idea lateni also in tlieH? fe^tiv^tb, where, 
if yv^ may so express tlic members of the coinmunUy don each nthcr^s 
clotlv^ Tlic treatment of slaves certainly bears this double At 

the Satumalbi* alavus. arc waited on by their masters h b a teveri^ of 
the ordinary social order, while, again, in this promotson to equal tty x there 
is. also the idea of uniting the wliolc body politic and the promotion of 
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{wace jinct goodM^ll amnng aH men. ihc iu^a covcmd by the phrase * all 
men' vaj>-iftg of course with the of the QomRmnliy and the Ilmiu 
of its social symiialhLes. The psychology fe much the.same as that which 
fhjrpetiuttes the ^fvanls hall oi the old-fashioned country Christmas. 
And the Saturnalia is not the only festival of antstjuUy itt which slaTt-s 
were given a temporary licence. Athcnalos mentions the Saiumalla, 
the least of HermaToi in Crete, tlie foist ai Troi«ijj in the motitJi GemisUiw, 
lit which Slaves and tnaslers play a-tragaloi Uiyciher and t)ie masters fca-ii 
the slaves, the Thessalian f^cloiia, which Baton asserred to be the prototype 
of the Satomaiia, and the feast of 5akaia In Bahyhm.’ riiitafdt further 
mentions two festivals, the Eiculhcria at Smyrna and a depawoowh 
at Rome, where the fact to be accounted for la again an iiitcrctiauge of 
ganoents; the staves nt these feasts dressed up as their mist rentes. The 
regcfid, which fn cither ease Is put forwanl in ejqilBnaiion. h the story of 
the vxiJiuitary «ir-sacrificie of tJiu slnvewoinen, m place of Uieir mistresses, 
to the lusts of the enemy, and a rcMiliiiiK defeat of the invarlorA In the 
I Uhoigia at Athene ririthet slave nor hired mtin was to be debarred from 
enjoj-ing the wine of the feast to his heart’s contetil * 

Out Inrormatlon about these festivals and (he like is sadly fragmuntar)' 
and depemleitt on ilw chance cnmniimts of cinssjeal wriiers. Of tlic 
I Ij'hrisliJca all that ia known jurther is that it was held uw the firai nuw 
moon of the monih tleftnains. The date of ihia Aigive month isbciicved 
roughly to coincide with i lie Attic Camdion, which vvould place the festival 
in ruir January.' .^galn it Fs only I he glosses of Uesychicrt which Inform 
US of the dances In lionouf of Hw goddes.v Korythalia in l.«conia. and in 
Italy, carried ihcrc pcrhnji* by the I’Arthcniat. The psirallel to the Atgive 
data is suifcing. t n both wc have the story- of the slave htishands, in hnth 
the inamage custom of dressing up the bride as a man, and in both ihe 
existence of dances in which men and women change the rdlea of their 
wx. Korj-lhplia la a cult title of Aiicmi.i oonnected with a word which 
seems to have been the Lnconiait equivalent for mipwtujnt. Her festival 
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Mi'as a spring fcstivul oonfnnnlng to th© regular type and chatacteriied evi* 
dentijr by riluaj obscimity. In her dances the men wore femal© ma^hsuid 
Veen's tlw women wore /io/flwl' 

We have, imforltmateiy, no direct information as to whether «l3\*es 
during the riybriatikiL <!nio3rcd vapp^autt or a temporary rracdom. The 
f^denea of analogpua feasta suggest that it ia iwE Imptobahle; and if this, 
the wcahest link in the'chain. be passed, the si^gestfoti that 
prominent fcaluiea of the IJybristtlca ritual ihe legends incorporated by 
hSoIco and Plutarch are origin^ly derived, doo not Sfsum to me too 
far-fetched. In the case of the story^of the women warriors, Plutarch him¬ 
self connects it with the festival rites, and, if the story of the slave husbands 
h^. any fact behind it. it seents plausible to look for it in titesame direction, 
and TO find it in the temporary .equality and licence of a. periodic restiva).

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(}| ancient medical practice several sorts of natural earths, found at 
varjoiis places m the Ijcvani and described in deUil by Pliny and other 
wriieni, had rtcot;n)wd cunuiw propertie*, bein^ employed for the most 
part as asiTtngetiis anti tlesiceativcs irr the treatment of wounds and 
intenwl hacniorrhogea. P|ift/s [ist includes Utc earths of Chios, Kimolos, 
Eretna, l^nmos, MeJoa, Samos, and Sinope. The use of many of these 
pefsistetl Into quite modern times,' but none was so generaUy esteemed 
cither by ancimita or modems as the l-cmnian, which was set apart In the 
first place by Its alleged miraculous power against prisons (especialjy 
the bites of venomous reptiles) and later aBainst plague, and in the semnd 

by the religious accomianTmcftt* and the various artificial rcstrlctlans of 
its produaion. 

Of the Lanniau earth Illny, svho happens to be our carilcst 
authority, says it was highly retnited among the ancieiits;* but we have no 
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mean? of iweertaining how fstr fciick the use of it cjctcods. It h 
mt<!rcsiing to note tttaE the hill Mosehylo^ on which it wsia found wr'i 
^ ociated In legend with the f«lJ of ilephaUtm, and that one version of 
the Philoktele^ tnyth attributeii llu: CMtt of the hero's wounds cauiied 
ultimately it will be remembered by the poison of the Lcrnacan hydrit, to 
this medieme-* 

With Dioflkondea we begin to be better informed j be IclU m the 
cortb was found in « lurmd-likc aperture in Lmnnos, prepared with an 
ndmtsicttiife of goat's tiloocT^ and therearter made up in to tablem and

and acted as an emette when poison had already been swaliowcd, U wu 
Abo ^vercigii against the biles of ventmious reptile* and ftpf dysentery.'

It i* from Galen ^ that we first hear of the cerenvonicft in cemnection 
with live digging uf the earth, and his infnrtnaiioti rcst^ on Ilk own invest!* 
gaticNia In Lemncpt itAclf^ whither he went eaiiedally for tliii pur)ict»c« On a 
certain day, he the prlates* (of Artemis appareitlly fmtn the scriuel) 
came gut of tlic dty (HephaesiiasJ, ^pdiiMcd a certnrti ciunmity'orbarfny 
on tile plaes where the cHtih wat dug, artd performed other cenutionial 
obsmances, arter lArhJch ihe took n cartload of the earth and returned to 
the dly- Here the earth ivas cleansed ahi! seated with ihc figme of 
Attetttis,^ TJiwe ujage* utnc «iiii in the isltURl to be very ancituiT- Tlie 
earth was locnUy u»ed fcif ukm (fur which it waa Ciniifoyed with auoccfta 
by Galen hini^O, for w uiinds^ a* an emetic, and for jioisonous bites x. for 
internal Ufto it was drunk m wine, for CKtcmnl applied witti vinegar There 
were three grades^ of each of which the fitj^ might be hamlteil cmly by the 
prleatra, the test, tike m many of the other earthy cited by Pliny* being 
used iadustriidly. 

After G«lcu there b m complete silence artiimg our authorities aa to 
what ttappened at Lemnos.* 1*he earth contlnttes to be cited aftta^ the 
ancients and the use of reputed l^mniAn Seal* or Tfrrs persincd 
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through Ua- Middle .\gei. lUriholoinaiiU-ii Atigheu* (13th 6) fays of it:— 

' A ffljTtcn veyne or the erthc 1« called Terra Sigillata, and if singularly 
cold and drie* And Dioscorides calleth it Tarta Saraccnlca and ajgeni&i, 
and is somcdcalc white^ well stocJtyage and clcrc. The chief irirtiw thereof 
byndeth and staiincheth- And powder tliereNif ttinpred with the whyte of 
an egge stauncheih bledynge at the nose. And heijwth ayenst aiwelJin^ <if 
(he fete and ajtenshe the yowtc, if it be layer! In a play fire thereto, as it is 
sayde in Lipidario,'* 

It will be noted libwrvtr that theto is no evidence of first-hand know-; 
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Icdjje in tfie above accnimt, stilt tess mention of Lcunios, In fact the 
earliest first-hand mention of the Lemtiian earlli In a mtnlem writer known 
to me h in the /ffr/Hatm/tj itf Agricola. The author, writing in 1530, says 
that he had seen tablets of Lcijinian earth bmtight from Constantiriople • 
they were of a yellowish cokair and rtampod with Turkish letters. 
The 'lurks lield it to be the only remedy for plagiii:, using it as the 
Arabs Iiwd Armenian bole. At Venice it was ill known but *oId dear.

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Constantinople as to the variaus seal* which guaranteed the quality of the 
earth, aud tlicsc scab art engraved in hb book for the bendit of the incdical 
world (Tig, 1 tielon'» acoevunt of the digging which hau-evef: he wa^ 
noi present} 13 riill and ifitecesting as reproducing eKactiy— 

MtiMtu/is —the azidcnt ritwil. Hie digging ^liU took plucc only once a 
year, vh- at the festival of the I'ransftgitmtioTi (Aug, 6), and ^vas preceded 
by a rtlJgioiis service at the church of the Saviour (which would naturaJiy 
keep ihiA day hj iu dedicatiml RbiLval) not fur from the hill on which the 
^fth was dug- The TurW&h governor (Soubashi) of the bland and the 
Turkish and Greek notables took part Jti the ceremotuL A pinoebinaiJon

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NORTH GREEK FESTIVALS AND THE 
WORSHIP OF DIONYSOS. 


During the course of travel and explonUoa that wc have carried ^ut 
dufitig the laat thnw year* in Thessaly, jind Soiiih Macodonb, Mr. M. S. 
Thompson and myself have ULscorcraJ that in these regions a cantlval 
play similar to that seen by Mr. Dawkins Id Thrace * is stili poiformed on 
certain occasfoiu. It. b snrpnsing that these festivals have fi^r so long 
escaped the notice of travellers, for the aiea in nhich they occur is a large 
one, and they tvene more extensively cdcbcated in da^’Sgone by, Mr, G, 
F. Abbott seems to be the only travdkr* who has noticed them, and even 
he has,mi$underst 4 ^ them. Perhaps tfie fact that tlie commonest festivat 
occurs in the winter, when It a supposed to be impossible to tia^-ei in 
North Greece, has heI[ieU to keep it in obscurity. 

Throughout Thessnly, with the exception of the t'elion district and 
southern Macedonia, ilic carnival jdayoccurs on the eve and on the festival 
of the Eptithany frA ; also in same parts it occurs on the eve and 

the festival of St Baaii TAviov which falls on Kew Year's Day, 

anti, according to some rather douhtful mlbmuition given ua, it even occurs 
MirKtimra on the days that elapse between St. Basil and p:pjphany, Wc 
have not been able to find any certain traces of the carnival play south 
of Mount Oihrya, and we are told that Jn Pindufl and the Agrapha* it docs 
not occur, but we have not yet been able to visit this region.

This is naturaliy iraetited by ihc 
bridegroom, and a lively quarrel ensues, ivhidt ends in liie Arab kiiljogthc 
bridegroom, Tlte bride.in despair Hlngs herself on the body and gives way 
to violent weeping. Then, remembering the doctor, she hurries ofT and 
fetches him to cure her hiisbaod. The doctor ass«tne» a profeisionat air. 
leel? the pulse, etc,, of the bridegroom, thumps him, and thrusts some drug 
sueli as a piece of soap into his mouth, or indulges lu ^ther bnmeptay at 
his expense. This lias a miraculous erect, the bridegroom cornea to life 
again, JumpR up, and dances with the other actors. The play usually ends 
with an obscene pantomime between the bride and brid^room. Wlwn the

IV.—Tii£ Festival uRFttKE Lekt. 

Mr, Dawhtna has fully described this festival as perfornieil at Skyra 
in Itie Northern Sporadcs,* in Ihrace at Vita and Kostl,* so that it Is 
itnnecifiaary' to go into the details here. We may, however, note that 
Mr, Abbott* records masquerades at Salonika and Sochd in Jitacedonra, 
which may well be a sundvnl of tlm festival play, Mr, llasluck tcjls me 
that hlajnr Samson, British Coo^ at Adrianople. writes to him as follows; 
' Traces of this dance (be Is referring to the festival at Visa) still exist 
in Lhis inwn In the shape of the man with the skin mash, the woman and 
the dolL This party goes from cafii to cafe on Cheese Monday/ Frobahly 
the Lenten festival still occurs Iti many otlicr places. 

V.—Tiik Festival as a WhctLe, 

It 5wms clear on comparing ilie aocoimta of the dinTereni festivals 
that iliougii they are celebrated over a wide area, and al diftercut seasons 
of the year, the same idea Is presenl in all. In every instance tliere is a 
death and lesiirrqctinn. In nearly all cases one of the two principal 
characters is ilisgulsed in skins, or at least a skin Hiask. In the irongs sung 
at Hpi|diany in Ihcsaaly, and those stmg on Mayday there are several

tradition. Is it tiien possible out of the (liFTcrerit ^'crsions to rcconstrua 
the main plot of the drama ? A* regards the Pclion Mayday festival we 
notice one main point in which it disagrees with the representations 
daewhere, that it is tint the bridegroom, but the old man who is killed. 
This is also partly true of the ivpiphany festival in Tlrcssaly arid MacedoiiTa, 
where, though the rnain tradition la that the bridegroom i$ killed, yet 
there seems to be some doubt on the ]>oint, and on several oceastons we 
were told that the bridegroom killed the Arab. The old man or Amb is in 
all probability the representative of Dionysos, of whose worship, as shown 
by Mr, Dawkins ’ and Mr, Liiwson.* these festivals are to be tegarded as a 
su/^vnl. In Thrace at Vina it rs true that the old tnitti and the bridegroom 
are Ldcndcal. Thus arc we to assume that in Thessaly the bridegroam iuicl 
the Arab are two aspects of the same character, repriisentcij by two 
different persons? As Mr. Dawkins remark!*’' the part of ihc slayer ha> 
bcai given tt» a duplicate of the victim. Acting on this hypothesis we may 
imagine ilte full ariginal of the drama to have been somewhat as followii. 
The old woman first appears nirrsing her baby in her arms (\fixa and 
LOehovo)^ and thui child la, in some way or other, peculiar fViia); He 
grows up r^uickiy nod deinamb a bride (Visa, and on I'dion the old man 
IB somclimes called the old v^miin's son)* A bride Ts found for him, and 
the ufcdditig la Dclebratod (at Leebon'Tj n priest is one of the chafsicicrs), 
but during iliv wedding festivities he quarrels with one of his companions 
who attempts to molest the bride, and is killed, He is then lamented by 
lii^ bride, and miraculously rc.qU>rcd to life. The Intcrruplod festiviliei 
are-resumed, and the rnurWage i? eonsummated. It is wnrth noting for 
those who seek for the origins of Greek tragedy that this simple drainn 
recounting, like an ajident trilogy, the life history of iU liero cuds with a 
satytic display that could be paralleled by the la.ty'tic drama that folluwed 
a trilogy. Also, In view of the survivals of Dionysos worship seen in these 
festivals, it should be noted that they seem to occur only in North Greece 
(Thessaly, Epirm, Maeedonia, and ’llirace), which was, after all, the reputed 
home of Dionysos worship. 

Finally there is yet another asircct of the festival that we may

But also in the songs mng a( 
iMAtaijos al Mpiphany there Is a suggesiion that the festival is being cele¬ 
brated in bring rain in due season, which wmitii of course facnefit the

Thus we may perhaps assume that one of the thougiils underlying the 
iwrformatice of ih^ fcstivaJ at Ttpiphatiy is the desire 10 mCutc a good rain¬ 
fall, for mv that woiih] depend the harvest to a great extent Atiother 
instance nf a mn-charm in ccmncctiofi with this festival to Ik m 
the Lenten cat nival at Kosti In Thrace, where die mail dressed ih skCns is 
thrown into the river the end of (he perfertnancc.* 

Thus wc inmy conclnde thcit the festival Isa spring festival to celebrate 
und promote the return of vcgeLition^ to hring. rain, and to give a gwit! 
lurvest Thk is heyond dispute, hut it h impch^sibte to say how for it is ^ sur* 
vivai of Dionysiac worships though its restriction to the North Greek aren 
favour thU idea, as well the dtama with the death and mnttec- 
tbn of il» hem It may be merreJy instance of what is practically 

a ^vorld-wide custom. t*urthor..k is very hflrd to decide whetlter it h right 
to sec in ^uch dramas thv^e the origins of Greek tragedy, alUiough ufi 
anthmpologtcai origin for it nmv generally iought ■ Thm in dealing 
with til I > festival it ha* seenral bvsl to record Uic FacU as fully ts possible 
artfl to leav^ othm to druiv what cotidti^tons they plcasci In any ease the 
Epiphany and New Year festivals in 1‘hcssaly and Macedonia still need 
hivc^tigadofiF and Ihs should he dune sooui before educatioii utuf Kure^ 
peanisatiOTi have entirely oblttcrated thi.iin.

laicr iu date ihan the Keftian of this freaco^ aud the occurrence: of the big 
SharHuna sivord ^mung the Kcftiu raJjter une^rtiecteii. The sivord;; of 
the Shardana VrtM ctrnainly hewing swords* atid ihb broad Kefti blade 
^e£;ui6 certainly to be mtended rather for hewing than far thru>1 ting. 
Hill most of tlwr long swords of the Kcfti period frcuti the shaft-graves al 
Mycenae^ and all of those from Zafer l^apoura in Crete* were tntenJed only 
for ihrusting* noi for heivmg. The Minoans seem to ha%fe relied upon the 
pointi and did itot use the cut^ Usually their bladc:^ we^ too light arid 
too nartnw it! ptoportion lo their length to he of mmh use when wiuig.

But our anthfopometneal conclusions are tti accorrl with 
the philological coirclusrons of Richard Mei$ter on this pcHnt- He has 
shown that the Tsakonian diaLect represents the A/fspiirtanis^Ar, not the 
speech of the rural Laconians.* and 1 have tdentihi^l the major ekment 
in the ctliiwlt^y of Tsakonia with the Dorian Invaders of the PefoponnesoSt 
while admitting ihe presence of a minorit)' of the older, short, dark, long¬ 
headed Mediterranean cace» This minority Is smaller ajtmiig them to-^day 
than was the hfoatl^headcil niinurity in Middle Minoan Crete^ at which 
lime we regard ihil island Jis occnpled by the Mcditerrarfcan race.

To Sum up our argument. Them is a body of philoiogical and 
historical evidence which: wor ran ted u comparison of the physical characters 
of the Albanians, T»konlan», and SphakfoU in order to ascertain. whctJicr 
ihcir daiins to 15tJrbn ancestry could be upheld. Mo race is pure, and we

ncaion with ajar of wine. The style of the h«cl, iriih ite short dose-eut 
beard, is such we associate with the time of Rertinax, tj. the end of the 
weond century. The other irnprcssiim, representing a I (oil'at tacking a goal, 
it probably from a seal of carJicr date, and may be compared with the 
design on a terracotta platiue from Crete in the »«tbh Muiicum {Oil 0/ 
Romm Potury, Ll, witb illustration), which U hardly later than the 
beginning of Ujc Christian era.

TLe manner in which these »ciiUng?» were usetl rorstofiping the mouths 
of w(tte-jar9 hu t^n deari)'explained by Mr. Dawkin^a (p iqjj.and it [a 
very remarkable that the. form of this later example ^tould so otaaely 
resemble lltat of the earlier. On the ilat side of the Museum specimen 
ate impresaiontf of some clrtth substance still visible, with fragments of the 
material adhering to the surface; and the method of fasteoiivg, someildjig
